vention. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 26.—The demo- 


cratic state convention to select four 
delegates from the state-at-large to tho 
national convention met here at 3:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Much in- 


terest attached to the action to be 
taken on account of the strong Cleve- 
land and anti-Cleveland ideas which 
\verc contending- for supremacy. There 
was a third element in tho fight and 
that was represented by those who 
were opposed to instructing tho dele- 
gation. This clement affiliated with 
both of the factions and in tho pre- 
liminary 
fight 
gavo most of 
its 


strength 
to 
tho 
anti-Cleveland 


side 
and 
elected 
Mr. Charles R. 


Long, of Louisville, as temporary chair- 
man. The principal significance pre- 
sented in tho result was that tho con- 
vention is opposed to instructing its 
delegates. Mr. Long has expressed a 
personal preference for Cleveland, but 
it is well known that he entertains the 
Watterson views npon tho presidential 
situation. Ho owes his election, how- 
ever, to Cleveland men who are against 
instructing the delegates, but who arc 
for sending to the national convention 
men who are friends of the ox-presi- 
dent. 


In taking tho chair Mr. Longnuulchls 


speech along the lines of party success 
without reference to the personality of 
the candidates for the democratic nom- 
ination. If it is the wisdom of the na- 
tional convention that G rover Cleveland 
should be selected as tho standard- 
bearer no one will, he said, support him 
moro heartily than himself. Ho at- 
tributed bis own election to the issue of 
noninstruetion involved in the selec- 
tion of a temporary chairman.

Mr. Jlronston addressed the conven-

About Fifty Committee Reports Had 


Not Been Read—Cumberland 


Presbyterian Assembly. 


The Methodist Conference. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 26.—The commit- 


tee on judiciary met this afternoon 
prior to the meeting of the conference, 
and decided that it required but two- 
thirds of the whole number voting, and 
not of each order, to adopt the re- 
port of the committee on equal repre- 
sentation, so that the laymen will bo 
equally represented at the next quad- 
rennial conference. 


Bishop Ma llohen presided at the af- 


ternoon session. 
The report oft he 


Deaconess work committee, recomm- 
stiended that the order be made a eon- 
tutlonal one, a distinct branch of church 
work, and taken from under the con- 
trol of the Women's Home Mission so- 
ciety, The minority declared that the 
present mode was sufficient to carry on 
the work. After an acrimonious de- 
bate the whole matter was laid on the 
table—207 to 140. The committee on 
education reported commending the 
American university to the support of 
the church, and asking that special col- 
lections be taken up on specified days 
for its support. Adopted. A board ol 
trust was appointed, as also were 
the trustees for 
Drew 
Theological 


seminary and boards to name the 
various 
church 
institutions. 
After 


three day's eifort the committee on 
Episcopacy got in its report. They 
recommended that the bishops continue 
as at present to select their official resi- 
dence according to seniority; that the 
administration of the bishops bo ap- 
proved except as to the action of Bishop 
Foster in the Kentucky conference, 
whero he refused to recognize certain 
ministers; that Bishop Taylor of Africa, 
in ordaining a minister In England, 
who was a member of the African con 
fercnco and in the absence of a re«ident 
bishop did not violate any church law 
and no censure be made; that Bishop 
Toburn did not ordain deaconesses in 
India in violation of tho Discipline; he 
only using a ceremony in consecrating 
them to their positions, therefore he is 
guilty and no censure that can lie 
that the limiting of bishops to districts 
is not advisable, and that they remain 
itinerant as now; that there is no law 
authorizing the appointment of an as- 
sistant bishop in Africa, and that the 
petition for one be denied for that rea- 
son; authorizing the bishops to appoinl 
ministers to pulpits in any church 
whose doctrines ara the same as the 
Methodist Episcopal, although they an 
not members of any conference. 


All of these reports were adopted al 


though 
minority reports censuring 


Bishops Toburn and Taylor were tiled. 
The minority reports were voted down 
after heated debates. During the de 
bate, Dr. Leonard, of Ohio, declare^ 
that if this thing kept on, the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church would have nuns 
and convents like the Catholics. He 
was almost hooted off tho floor. 


A report recommend ing the establish 


ment of an Episcopal residence in Eu 
rope was defeated. All the presen 
Episcopal residences were continued 
and Detroit and Seattle added. Thi 
bishops may select any residence they 
choose, provided the house rent is paid 
The conference then took a recess un 
til 8 p. m.

In view ol the latter written by Secre- 


tary Elaine in wbioh he said: "I am not 
• candidate forth* Presidency and my 
name will not go before the Republican 
National Convention for tbe nomination. 
I make this announcement in doe sea- 
son," the St. Louis Globe-Democrat MJB, 
editorially: 


It will be conceded, of ooaree, that Mr. 


Blaine could not afford to take tbe nomi- 
nation, providing he were willing to take 
it in any contingency, unless it came to 
him without a struggle. His position IB 
peculiar in this reepeot. Be is the (ore- 
most man in his party, he onoa led the 
party to defeat, and he has repeatedly 
disclaimed any farther aspirations toward 
tbe nomination. 
Nothing abort of a 


spontaneous, overwhelming and virtually 
unanimous demand from his oompntriota 
for his candidacy would justify him m 
accepting it. None of tho other men, 
however, whos names have been coupled 
with the nomination, not even Chin. Har- 
rison, are under any snob embarrassment 
The President could take the nomination 
after two or three ballots without any 
material sacrifice of dignity or prestige 
It is true the renomination of Jackson 
and Grant was unanimous, but either ot 
these men would undoubtedly have ac- 
oapted the candidacy if it were gained by 
them as the result of a struggle Lin- 
coln's second nomination come to him on 
the first ballot, but not by tbe unanimous 
voice ot tbe Convention, w tbe Missouri 
delegation voted for Grant.

Grand Chancellor Oook.

stipulation, only four witnesses on each 
side will be heard. 


Killed on Rallroada. 


The official summary ot the accidents 


and casualties which occurred in 1891 
upon the railroads ot the United King 
dom has j oat been issued by the board ot 
trade. From this it appears that of 800,- 
000,000 passengers carried during the 
year only five were killed in accident*, 
the smallest actual number and propor- 
tion recorded since 1873, when six were 
killed. The number of passengers in- 
jured in accidents during the year was 
875, Ot men employed by the railway 
companies 12 were killed and 153 injured 
in accidents, a much higher proportion. 
Tbe list of passengers killed and injured 
by trains (otherwise than in accidents) is 
much heavier, including 98 dead and 787 
injured. Of these 16 were injured by 
falling between carriages and platforms, 
14 by falling on the platforms, or the line, 
and 15 by falling out of carriages during 
the traveling of the trains. Crossing the 
line at stations wee fatal to 23 and 98 
were injured by the closing of carriage 
doors. Causes other than train accidents 
killed no fewer than 637 of the servants 
of companies or contractors, while more 
than 3,000 were injured. 
The greatest 


lose ot life occurred among the men who 
were walking, crossing, or standing on 
the line on duty. The deaths from these 
causes was 146, while 115 were killed 
while walking on the permanent way or 
in sidings. 
Shunting operations killed 


94. 
Forty-two lost their lives while 


walking on the line. 


Philadelphia to Mow York In 10 Minute*. 


All sorts of attempts to produce flying 


machines that would fly have been 
made, but it has remained for an in- 
genious Philadelphlan to apply the trol- 
ley system of electricity to tho problem. 
H. Gawthrop, a well known business 
man, gives this preliminary description 
of tho apparatus: 


This flying machine ia to bo driven by 


an electric motor, the power being con- 
veyed by the now well known trolley 
system to drive a largo fan. 
The 


body of tho machine IB a large flat sur- 
face, shaped like tho deck of a vessel, 
the stem part hinged and controlled to 
steer tho machine up or down. There 
ia also a rudder to change the direction 
to right or loft, and a hanging weight to 
keep from tilting. 


Like a bicycle, it will require much 


skill and alertness on tho part of the op- 
erator, and will bo attended with some 
dangers to beginners. It should be kept 
about 100 feet from tho ground to give 
leeway, and the trolley firmly secured to 
tho wire and the wire to the poles. 


Mr. Gawthrop ia under the impression 


that this system, if properly perfected, 
would enable the distance from Phila- 
delphia to New York to bo covered in 
ten minutes.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Iu the first year of 
tho last comet it gave from its single 
growth over 2,500 buaiches of grapes. 
Tho fniit from this vino is kept exclu- 
sively for tho use of tho table of tho 
queen, and tho surplus is made into 
wino for her majesty and her family.—
